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‘ WIDEN THE BRIDGE. 
‘There is no doubt that the Edmon- 
‘ton bridge is a gvect convenience, boih 
as a -rai'road crossing and for team 
traffic; and thefe is no question that 
the use of the same road way by teams 
and by the railway is a very serious 
source of danger, a danger which has 
only been avoided so far by the rail- 
way people being remarkably careful, 


and either running s!ow, or actually 
etopping before they go on to the 
bridge. The conditions could hardly be 
worse for the use of the bridge by rail- 
way and traffic The train comes to 
the bridge through a cut and around 
a bend both sides of the river. Team- 
eters therefore have no chance to know 
before band when the train will be at 
the bridge. With the train crossing 
#ix times a day as it now does, and 
sometimes even more freqnent}y this 
constitutes. quite an interruption o* 
team traffic, and teams and the train 
are a mutuatcause of delay at any 
rate, if not of actual danger. 

The bridge is very substantially con- 
etroeted. Provision is made for foo! 
paesengers on each side of the road- 
way, the cer’~e of which is oceupied by 
the railway track. Theae sidewalks 
are carried on brackets, which start 
from the girdors of the main bridge, 
and a light hand rail on the outside 
makes that very #afe, and gives the 
‘bridge quite an attractive  appear- 
ance. People are now beginning ito 
wonder if it would not be posible to 
replace the sidewalks by roadways. If 
the present light SDrackete were replac- 
«d by heavy onés, and the present four 
foot sidewalk, widened to an eight foot 
roadway. the bridge then would give 
emple accommodation for beth railway. 
and@ team, and there would be no dan- 
ger of de’ay to cither. No doubt _ it 
wou'd covet something to have this 
changc made, but it wou'd be of very 
@reat valve, to hoib the public and the 
railway comnany if it were made. 

Possibly there may be some sort of 
joint arrangement arrived at where- 
Dy the railway company using the 
bridge, or if there were more than one 
then the railway companies shoold pay 
a renta’ which would go toward the 
cost of the improvement suggested, in 
piace of their keeping a watchman, «s 
they may now he required to do. The 
town has contributed 'iberally to 
wards the bridge, but considering ihe 
very great use if base been, and stil] 
more, wou'td be, if thus made safe for 
traffic, it mighi very wel) contritute 
a littie more. The government is in 
the same nosition The bridge was 
built for a certain purpose, it answers- 
that purpose very well, bai with the 
#rowth of the country, the needs have 
frown, and .i7.it were possible to have 
it made safe for both asses of iraf- 
fic, hy the mean® suggested, it would 
be sound public policy on the part of 
the govérmmeni to make a further ex- 
penditure to that end

But up to the present op- 
inion seems settling down t6o quickly 
to the belief that the prairies are 
merely good jor farming purposcs, The 
Canadian west like the United States 
west with its fine cities appears to 
bave no intention of limiting itself to 
an egricu'tural future. Its industrial 
prospects have received as yet a'to 
gether too scant attention. Large 
brewing and-pork packing, harness and 
saddlery manufactories are already 
found. The.coa! and iron on the east- 
erp slope ef the Rockies are relicd on 
for future progress in due time. Of 
the possible influence of the Panama | 
canal it is too soon yet ta speak. On 
the far west, however, it cannot well 
be other’ than favorable. It is this 
cheering outlook for Canada in the 
present and the immediate future 
which gives euch confidence to Cana- 
dian business and financial men. Grani- 
ed a comtinuance of bountiful harvests 
for ‘the next few years, Canada is one 
of the few countries of the world which 
need fear no serious re'apse for some 
time to come. Migrearver, having re- 
gard to the indusiria! balancing of this 
varied country to which we have just 
referred and which must come in the 
future. one fee's confidence also in Can- 
ada’s permanent nationa! Btability. 

The westerner is nothing if he is not 
hopeful; He assures the visitor that 
the thousands of his “new chums” wi'l 
all become “good Canucks.”

I was much interested in learning of 
the extent of United! States trade in 
the west. Mir. MeDougall, ihe col- 
lector of customs, has very’ kindly gone 
to the great troub’e of having compiled’ 
the returns of United States exports 
to Canada by way of Manitwba and ot hr 
er western ports of entry: This is the 
first time I believe that such returts 
have been published. They disclose a 
market half as distant und twice as 
large as the Yukon. Tt was almost. to 
be expected that the great immigra- 
tion of 1902 would have led to a more 
than proportionate increase of free 
goods passed as setilers’ effects. The 
figures, however, which are really sur- 
prising, show that the increase of dyti- 
abie goods was even greater than the 
increase In the value of free goods.
